DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 

for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1, 4, 8, 11, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kidding 
et al. (U.S. 5,050,757). Ridding et al. teaches a cup member 1 1 with an opening at the top thereof, and a 
food storage element 12. The food storage element is retained by a detent, as described in col. 2 line 61 
through col. 3 line 30. 

3. Claims 1-3 and 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Widgery (U.S. 
6,971,55 1). Widgery teaches a cup 410, shown in figure 4A, and a food storage element 422. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-1 1, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rounkles 



(U.S. 3,732,999) in view of Vasudeva (U.S. 5,887,715). Rounkles teaches a cup member 30 with an 
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opening at the top thereof, and a food storage element at 39. The detent is described in col. 3 lines 59-67. 
Rounkles discloses that the cup may by round in col. 3 lines 36-37. 

Rounkles does not teach that the food storage element defines a compartment, only a portion of 
the compartment. Vasudeva teaches that it is known to provide a compartmented container with the 
secondary storage element forming a compartment (see figure 15). It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the device of Rounkles v/ith 
the element 31 forming a complete compartment by having a bottom wall and back wall, as taught by 
Vasudeva, in order to prevent the contents of the secondary compartment from falling out when element 
31 is moved to the open position, 

Co u elusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 
The prior art is cited for the dual compartments of the container.
